We do not wish to g et between two

Howev er, as war is not deemed the 
best solution for nations to resolv e 
differences, neither can we condone 
dog -p oisoning as a method of resolv ­ 
ing comp laints of non-dog lov ers 
ag ainst ‘ man s best friend.” 


Bey ond this, we feel constrained 
to p oint out to would-be dog p oison­ 
ers that the ing redients which will 
kill a dog could also bring death to 
a child. 
Children are not as discreet about 
what they p ick up and eat as adults 
are. There is no g uarantee that a 
p iece of ham burg er injected with 
stry chnine will not be consumed by 
some small child. 
Whatev er one’s hate ag ainst dog s 
m ay be, we cannot conceiv e that the 
p erson would be driv en so far as to 
endang er the liv es of children. Yet 
this is occurring in our city . 


To dog -mv ners who may be wary 
about their p ets' well-being . Dr. 
R. C. Atkins, Lee County Veter­ 
inarian. has some sug g estions: 
Dr. Atkins say s noticeable sy mp ­ 
toms can be observ ed in a p et’s be­ 
hav ior if it has been p oisoned. A 
v ictim of stry chnine p oisoning will 
show a marked increase in resp ira­ 
tion or rap id breathing . The animal 
will 
usually 
become 
uneasy 
and 
whine; 
he 
will 
y awn 
frequently . 
Nausea may occur with the dog 
v omiting 
and muscular twitching s 
may be followed by conv ulsions. The 
leg s will become ex tended and rig id 
and the neck will become bowed with 
the back slig htly arched. 


The hest thing to Ho with y our 
p et, should y ou susp ect it has been 
p oisoned, is lose no time in g etting 
him to a v eterinarian. 
Fast action is of utmost imp or­ 
tance. for a v eterinarian will usually 
be able to sav e a dog , if treatm ent 
is started soon enoug h. 
Some common-sen.se adv ice is not 
to let y our dog run loose until the 
p oisoner has been ap p rehended. Pet 
owners should be alen for any food, 
like hamburg er, which may hav e 
been tossed in their y ards. 


Dr. Atkins said his information 
indicates six dog s and fiv e cats 
hav e been p oisoned in Dix on to 
date. 
The county v eterinarian warns 
that an animal may liv e only 15 to 
20 minutes after swallowing a larg e 
dose of p oisoning , 


He said autop sies of some of the 
p oisoned animals hav e shown that 
larg e amounts of stry chnine hav e 
been p laced in ham burg er which was 
fed to the animals. 


Let a word to the wise be suffi­ 
cient. Dog p oisoning may be a mis­ 
demeanor but child killing is m ur­ 
der.

Sa fety Council estimates, may kill 650-7 50 p ersons and cause 
disabling injuries to 27 .000-33,000 others. 
The council’s estim ates cov er the 102-hour holiday p eriod from 6 
p .m. (local tim e) Friday , Dec. 21 to midnig ht Doc. 25. 
The council said Monday that during a comp arable non-holiday p eriod 
at this time of y ear, 47 0 p ersons are killed and 20.000 suffer disabling 
injuries. 
The record traffic death toll for any holiday p eriod was the four- 
Hay C hristmas p eriod of 1956 when 7 06 p ersons lost their liv es in hig h­ 
way accidents. Iii last y ear’s three-day Christmas holiday , traffic 
deaths totaled 524. 
The nation’s traffic death toll in the first IO months this y ear. 33,430, 
was a record hig h for any similar p eriod. The fatalities on the hig hway 
av erag ed 110 a day . 
Howard Py le, council p resident, said the number of deaths for the 
Christmas holiday p eriod would be sharp ly under estim ates, if motor­ 
ists and p edestrians heed basic safety rules. 
f Council records show the heav iest tolls for p edestrians hav e been the 
last six hours of Christmas Ev e and in the final hours of Christmas nig ht. 
Py le said studies showed more than half the driv ers inv olv ed rn accidents 
during ihe holiday had been drinking and that sp eed, driv ing too fast for 
conditions, was a factor in sev en-eig hths of the mishap s.

Unemploy ment: Challenge 


Affording to Secretary of Labor W. Willard Wirt*, more produc­ 
t s # man-hours were lost In the first ll months of 19 62 through unem­ 
ploy ment than In all the strikes of the past 35 y ea rs. 


The secretary does not discount the seriousness of strikes nor the 
need to settle them as quickly as possible. Like his predecessor, Arthur 
Goldberg, he has personally interv ened in labor disputes. 


Vet Wirt* believ es that the question of unemploy ment is a funda­ 
mentally more important matter than strikes, spectacular as some of 
them may be. 


A sluggish economy and the growing use of automation hav e kept 
^em ploy m ent hov ering around 5 .5 per cent of the total force for sev ­ 
eral y ears. The Nov ember figure was unex pectedly swollen by 15 0.000 
teen-agers looking for J obs. 


Some of this persistent unemploy ment is “ hard core.*’ made up of 
workers who are not so much unemploy ed as unemploy able. They 
would be out of work no matter what the state of the economy was. 
The balance includes, among others, people whose jobs hav e dis­ 
appeared from under them, whether because of recession or because 
of technological change. It is these the nation cannot afford to let be­ 
come unemploy able. 


For their part, some labor leaders hav e rome up with nothing bel­ 
ier than urging a 3 5 -hour work week. While this may be a stopgap 
measure during a recession, it would, in the long run, spur the pace of 
automation all the more. Manufacturers would naturally seek way s to 
•v ercom e the loss of productiv ity which would result from hav ing 


more men do less work. If they did not. they would hav e to raise 
prices. 


Prosperity cannot be built with a plan that would only spread 
around av ailable work: it is achiev ed by increasing the amount of 
work to be done—by opening up new industries and new areas of em­ 
ploy ment. 


This Is what has happened since the industrial rev olution began in 
America. It Is happening now. Millions of people are employ ed mak­ 
ing products or performing serv ices that were unknown 2ft y ea rs ago. 
For many older workers displaced by machines or stranded with 
•kills no longer needed, the gov ernment's retraining and relocation 
programs around the country are helping make their period of unem­ 
ploy ment one of preparation, not desperation. Industries and unions 
•Iso conduct aimiliar retraining schools. 
For teen agers who find a blank wall faring them after they lea v e 


•rhool, tho need is not for retraining but for the right training in the 
first place. Knowledge and skills, not m uffles and av ailability , are 
the basic requirements for fruitful employ ment today . 
Unemploy ment Is a challenge to ev ery one, from grade school 
teachers to senior senators. The challenge is being met. The question 
Is whether it is being met fast enough.

W hat prom pts the qu estion is a 
recent stu dy m ade in B ritain that 
rev eals that while 9 4 per cent of the 
girls who w rote essays on how they 
saw them selv es in the fu tu re saw a 
hu sb and and children in the pictu re, 
37 per cent of the girls foresaw the 
deaths of their hu sb ands. 


‘T he interesting thing.” said the 
psychologist who condu cted the su r­ 
v ey, "w as that they not infrequ ently 
killed off their hu sb ands at qu ite an 
early age. One is tem pted to think 
that for these girls the wedding is 
what m atters. The hu sb and is al­ 
lowed to fu lfill his m ain b iological 
and 
economic 
fu nction b efore 
his 
prem atu re dem ise, b u t apparently is 
not wanted as a partner in old age.” 


How often in this cou ntry we hear 
m arried women talking as thou gh 
they not only expected to ou tliv e 
their hu sb ands b u t as thou gh they 
already had their plans m ade for 
their years of widowhood. 


“ If I ou tliv e John” a wife b egins 
calm ly, and then goes on to say how 
she plans to liv e her life as a widow. 
If men also think ab ou t the possib ility 
of ou tliv ing their wiv es, at least they 
rarely m ention it, so apparently they 
don’t 
m entally 
ou tlast 
the 
little 
woman. 
T here’s another rev ealing thing, 
too. that wou ld su ggest that perhaps 
som e wiv es don’t “ w ant partners in 
old age.” T hat is the way so m any 
w iv es of retired m en com plain ab ou t 
hav ing the m en arou nd home “ and 
u nder foot” all the time.
